~ wrong theory in regard to trade, and that mis-_ 


taken theory !s leading them. to erroneous con- 
clusions about reciprocity. They assume that if- 
trade restrictions are removed that’ United’ States 


‘producers will be able to increase their exports:to 


Canada. On the other hand they believe that if 
we ificrease our exports to.the United States it 
will: necessarily be to the detriment of the Ameri- 
‘can rroducers. Instead of this-being true it will 
probably, work out in’ practice that the arrange- 
ment will be found to be of immense benefit-to 
the producers on both sides of the line: Interna- 
tional commerce will no doubt expand in a won- 
derful way, but it does not follow because we buy 
a few more things'that we need and cannot pro- 
duce from the United States, and similarly ifthey 
buy from us some of the things of which we have 
a surplus, that it means injury to either. side. 
The farmer who produces more butter than’ he 
can use.at home and trades a few povnds of ‘it 
with his grocer for a quantity of sugar has bene- 
fited the grocer as well as himself by the transac- 
tion. The merchant who advertises in a news- 
paper benefits himself as well as the ‘publisher. 
‘That is the correct theory of trade. When right- 
ly carried on it benefits both sides. It is notat all 
like gambling, where if one wins the other must 
necessarily lose. ‘lf the Canadians sell to Ameri- 
cans greater quantities of wheat, barley, cheese, 
creani, butter and eggs than we have been doing 


_-in the past, it will not injure the American peo- 


ple and it will be of untold benefit to Canada. In 
spite of the enormous tariff walls that have been 
erected international trade between Canada and 
the United States amounts to three hundred mil- 
lion dollars a year. We buy from'tnem, in spite 
of our tariff barriers, in rovnd figures, goods to 
the value of two hundred millions, while we have 
been able to sell them only half that amount. 
Reciprocity should enable us to change that ad- 
verse trade balance so that we will at least sell 
the Americans as much as we buy.

WORLD'S GREATEST CHEESE MARKET. 


Twenty-five years ago the United States e¢x- 
ports of cheese amounted to more than two hun- 
dred million pounds per annum. Last year their 
exports dwindled to less than three million pounds. 


Not only that but in spite of a specific duty of six 


cents a pound they last year imported over forty- 
four million pounds of cheese. - In ten years at 
the present ratio of increase the United States 


- will become the greatest cheese importing coun- 


try in the world. During the past three years 
cheese has ranged from one to three cents higher 
in New York than in Montreal. Reciprocity gives 
the dairymen of Canada that market especially 
for themselves without competition from Austra- 
lia, Denmark or any of the great cheese export- 
ing countries. Will the dairymen vote in favor 


of receiving that benefit: or will they sacrifice 
themselves on the altar of capitalists in Toronto 


and Montreal who are seeking to cloud the real 
issue by silly talk about annexation ?

Would people grow excited that way over the 


plebeian strawberry ? Not much. 


No horticulturist has yet succeeded in dome-> 


sticating thie huckleberry. Itis one of those ex-, 


quisite wild things that seems to rejoice in its un- : 


tamed freedom and shun; the ‘companionship. of 
man. Perhaps Luther Burbank may in time 
secure a hybrid from this dainty rock-lover that 
will flourish in the despised garden. soil along 
withthe none too particular strawberry,. but all 
his efforts have so far been in vain. : 

To see the huckleberry in all its native grace 
one should make a trip to -the Bald: mountain 
district beyond Bridgewater or Flinton. It is a 
tiresome, toilsome journey but 'the sight of these 
natural gardens,and'the little plants bravely carry- 
ing their big loads. of: azure tinted fruit, and the 
zest of gathering in a few gallons more orless of 
the luscious globules is more than ample reward 
for all the hardships of the journey. The angler 
and the huntsman have pleasure of a certain kind, 
but it.is always pleasure obtained at the expense 
of pain. The pleacure of the man who discovers 
a plantation of huckleberries is a pure pleasure 
unnalloyed by any reflections that it has caused. 
suffering in any of the wild things who inhabit 
the earth along with us. - 

The huckleberry feeds upon choice vegetable 
mould that has collected in the rocky crevices. 
Towards the base of the  escarpments, 
where the roots of plants are able to penetrate to, 
the moisture, the berry grows larger and in 
abundant clusters, thickly collected about the 
stem, like grapes. Where the vines in this class 
are found in abundance it is possible for the]picker 
tofill a pail in a few minutes. 

If it were possible to duplicate this soil and 
these conditionsin a garden we might grow the 
huckleberry in confinement. Butas that is be- 
yond the practicable we must still continue to 
draw our expensive and uncertain supply from 
the inaccessible north. 

Many men in the townships of Huntingdon, 
Hungerford and Madoc make it a point to “go 
huckleberryin,”’ every year. That is tosay, every 
year the crop is not a failure. About one year 
out of every four an unseasonable frost or incon- 
venient drought causes the huckleberry to sus- 
pend building operations and go on strike. 

We haven’t given any study to what effect 
reciprocity will have upon the huckleberry mar- 
ket. Perhaps the New Yorkers will take to them 
like they have t9 the frog’slegs, captured along 
river Trent, and the nutmeg melons grown on 
Montreal island. For-the Montreal melons the 
New York millionaire pays his restaurateur five 


* dollars each. We have-no dotbt that when the 


same individual acquires a taste for these Bald 
mountain huckleberries, that he will buy every- 
thing in sight, regardless of cost, and howl for 
more. If that should turn. out to be true, then 
Belleville consumers might as well bid farewell 
to enjoying ever again this most exquisitely ex- 
quisite of all berries.

Italian Who Is Wanted For Daylight 
Outrage Is Said to Have Been Tar- 
‘ro’s Rival For a Woman—Another 

Story:!s That They Had Trouble 
Over Money Matters — Police 
_Are Watching Every Point. 


Toronto, Aug. 1.—A warrant has 
been issued for the arrest of Frank 
Griccio on a, charge’ of murdering 
Frank Tarro‘at the corner of- Front 
and Church streets'on Sunday after- 
noon. Griccio forthe past two years 
has lived with a young French wo- 
man named Rosa Brunet at 175 Jarvis 
street, who gave evidence at the ‘in- 

nest last evening to the effect that 
Griccio and Tarro- had ‘quarreled on 
more than one occasion, and that he 
carried a revolver of 38 calibre because 
he feared’ a man whom he did not 
like. ; 


Griccio has been in the hands of that 


the police before on a charge of hav- 
ing stolen property. 
fe js said that the trouble was due 
to money matters, and, that Tarro 
was deeply in debf to. the accused. 
Yet Another story is to the effect that 
a woman is at the bottom of the case, 
and that Griccio and Tarro’ were 
rivals. * 
-It appears that Tarro and Griccio 
set out from the restaurant on York 


street to meet in a duel, but changed 
their minds and returned to the board. 
ing house good friends. They started 
out again, and the next heard of them 
at the York street house was that 
Tarro had been murdered. 

So far there is no trace of Griccio, 
though fifty telegrams and pamphlets 
have been sent broadcast by the de- 
tective department. Word has been 
sent to nearly every place where it 
is thought’ the criminal might take 
refuge. 

All last night the police and detec- 
tive force was keeping a strict watch 
of the exits from the city and a con- 
stant watch bas been kept on some 
Italian houses where it was thought 
the assassin might be concealcd.

lice believe, is good evidence against 

im. He has not appeared since the 
time he and Tarro left the restaurant 
in the afternoon, and yesterday morn- 
ing Rosa Brune? set out in search of 
him. She called at the restaurant in 
York street, and the only reply given 
by the numerous men she enquired 
of was that he had not been seen. 

Jarvis} 
street and was not informed of the] 
murder until a detective arrived in!

him to Court street station, 

“He (Graccio) always carried a re- 
volver,” said Rosa Brunet, at the in- 
quest.

$70,000 Fire In Montreal. 

Montreal, Aug. 3.—Seventy thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of damage was 
done and ninety. people rendered 
homeless by fires which broke out al- 
most simultaneously yesterday alter- 
noon at Strathmore and Lakeside, two 
summer resorts 3 little more than _a 
mile apart, on the shores of Lake St. 
Louis. Eleven residences were totally 
destroyed, while others suffered more 
or less from fire and water. The vic- 
tims are all English-speaking resi- 
dents of Montreal, who spend their 
summers on the lake shore, coming 
in every day to business: 

The fires, breaking out as they did, 
when fathers and. brothers were away 
in theeity, and only women and chil- 
dren left to cope with them, spread 
with alarming rapidity among the 
wooden houses and the greater part of 
the summer residence section of the 
two Ettle villages had been destroyed 
before the firemen irom Lachine and 
Montreal arrived on the scene. 

No one was kiiled in the fires and 
no one seriously hurt, many of the 
residents being out on the water ca- 
noving or bathing when the fire broke 
out. 





New Fire Apparatus. 

Montrenl, Aug. ¥.—The Board of 
Control has taken steps to have the 
city’s fire department the most up-to- 
date in America, the Istest being to 
call for tenders for five satomobile 
fire-fighting machines, and two of the 
latest stearn pumps. They will in- 
crease the efficiency of the brigade by 
one sutomobile truck to haul thy acre 
ial ladder, one ‘automobile truck to 
haul the 1,200-gallon steam engine, one 
combination engine with a capacity of 
1,000 imperial gallons, one automobile 
hose wagon to carry 1,000 feet cf house, 
one 1,000 United States gallon steam 
pump and one 800 United States steam 
pump. 





CANADA'S SHARE. 


Dominion Has Played an Important 
Part tn Steam Shipping. 

It t+ interesting to note that Can- 
eda has taken quite an important 
part in the development of steam 
tiavigntien., The “Accommodation,” 
vuilt by Molson in 1809, was the first 

ssenger steamer to ply upon Brit- 
sh Colonis] waters, and ran between 
Montreal and Quebec. The first 
steam vessel to make a transatlantic 
passage was alsc built and owned by 
Canadians, The “Royal William,” 
as. the was called, was built at Cap 
Blanc, Quebec, by George Black and 
J. 8. Campbell for the Quebee and 
Halifax service, of a Quebec com. 
pany. She was built of wood on 4 
clesn lined semi-clipper model, 176 
feet overall. kee] 146 feet, breadth cf 
beam inside paddleboxes 29 feet 4 
inches, breadth outside paddlchoxes 
43 feet 10 inches. depth of hold 17 
feet 9 iriches. Her measurement ton 
noge wos £30 tons. On+April th, 
1831, she was launched smi christen 
ed after the King, by the wife of the 
then Governor-General, Lord Aylmer. 
She was towed to Montreal, where 
her engines were installed, and in the 
fall of the year made one or two tri 
to Halifax. Although she had auxil- 
jary sails to assist ‘er engines in 
favoring winds. the “Royal William” 
was propelled -by steam alone. 

When in Halifax :he came under 
the attention of Samuel Cunard, 
founder of the Cunard Line, and he 
became very much interested in her, 
and ultimately became a director in 
the company which owned the ves- 
eel. It is said that it was through 
his connection with this little steamer 
that the isichty fleet which bears his 
aame was formed.

25,747 acres, or over 40 square miles. 

Since 1863 the taxable real estate 
of the city had increased tn value 
ten times over, from $39,174,120 to

The Duke of Alva’s “Tenth Penny* 
That Caused Ricts In Spain, 

One of the most absurd and tyran- 
olcal measures of taxation that were 
ever imposed upon a people was that 
ordered by the despotic Duke of Alva, 
Prominent fn the history of Spain up 
to 1582, when be died. 

For six years be was governor gen- 
eral of the Netheriands and levied a 
tax called the “tenth penny,” 
per cent, upon every article of mer 
chandise, to be paid as often as It 
should be sold. He assessed real and 
Personal property 1 per cept, to be 
paid instantly and collected once, and 
On every trausfer of realty be exacted 
5 per cent. 

Every one in the‘land, ercepting 
Alva himself, percetred bow otterty 
ridiculocs a scheme it would prove, 
but be persisted in enforcing the rule 
. The towns rebelled, and examples by 
dozens were :usde of refractory sub 
jects, who were tortured to death, but 
to no purpore. .

Insane In Hospitals, 

An increase of 78 in the total num- 
ber of inmates in the several hospitals 
for the insane in Ontario is shown in 
the 43rd annual report of the Inspec- 
sor of Prisons and Public Charities, 
just issued from the Provincial Sec- 
tetary’s otlice. The total number this 
year is 5,69, as against 5.531 last year, 
the proportions being :2,083 male and 
2,921 female. The accommodation io 
the hospitals is overtaxed by 100, and 
there ure 164 applications on tile for 
admission. The total admissions dur- 
ing the year ending October 31, 1910, 
were 1,140, and those discharged num- 
bered 555. 

The revenue from all sources 
amounted to $311,146, $100,194 of this 
being from municipalities, $163,914 
from paying patients, $1075 trom 
farm and miscellaneous sources, and 
$23,162 was received from ing 
tients in the hospitals for feeble-mind:

GOOD-BY TO THE POTATO BUG. 


From London, Ontario, comes the momen- 
tous information, as recorded in yesterday's 
news despatches, that a new species of beetle has 
been discovered that feeds upon the potato bug, 
otherwise known as the Colorado beetle, the 
despatch reads as follows,-= 

Edward H. B. McKone, a science teacher, 
of this city, has discovered what he believes 
to bea new species of beetle so far as this 
country isconcerned, and which will in time 
wipe out the Colorado beetle, better known 
as the potato bug. The new beetle resem- 
bles a milk leaf beetle, and it preys upon 
potato bugs, destroying many of the pests in 
twenty-four hours. It was found.in a potato 
field near Devizes, a short distance trom Lon- 
don, and it is said that where the newcomers 
were plentiful the: Colorado beetles were 
scarce. Several specimens have been sent 
to the Ontario Agricultureal College, Guelph.

to have failed to improve the Un- 
nist cause. 

‘The gravamen of the Opposition’s 
charges against the Government was 
that Premier Asquith had taken ad- 
wantage of the King’s inexperience to 
bring about an abuse of the royal pre- 
Togative by securing the guarantees be- 
fore the last general election. Mr. 
Asquith easily disposed of this charge 
by showing that the Ministers had 
eet an entirely proper consti- 

tional course. The result was that

HAD A READY WIT. 


Librettist of the Savoy Operas fs the 
Hero of Many a Funny Story and 
His Repartces Were Famous—He 
Was Quick With a Pun and Speedy 
to Laugh at Himself When Occa- 

"sion Arose—Was Also a Farmer. 


The Gilbert and Sullivan operas | - 


are famous all over the world, and 
stories concerning Bir W. 8. Gilbert, 
who wrote the words and lyrics, are 
legion. Perhaps the best are thoz 
told by ‘such old Savoyards as Mr. 
Rutland Barrineton, one of Sir Wil. 
ljam’s oldest friends, and Mr. Work- 
man, who produced the famous libret- 
tist’s last’ opera, “'Fallen Fairies." 
The latter was once telling «Lady 
Gilbert the old story about the trom- 
bon=player who shut up a fly in hi 
music-book. Next night, when he got 
to the place, he ran down the scale, 
and then, “I.don't know vot dot big 
note vos, but I blayed it." At this 
point Sir Willism remarked, dryly, 
“It might have been a bee flat, Work- 
man.” 

Mr. .Workman played the part of 
Jack Point in “The Yeomen of the 
Guard,” it being part of his business 
to kiss both Elsie and Phoebe at the 
end of their trio.

men, lightermen, coal porters and cat- 
men, which for seyéral days has ser- 
fously disturbed all business in Lon- 
don and resulted in’a shortage of food- 
stuffs, coal, petrol and other necessi- 
ties, was ended last night with the 
settlement of the lightermen’s dispute.

Last night the strike committee is- 
sued a mjanifesto congratulating the 
men on the signal victory obtained 
and declaring ‘the strike ended. 

The dispute of the carters and dock- 
ers already had been settled and yes- 
terday there only remained a com- 
promise with the lightermen to bring 
about a return to normal conditions. 
Until a late hour last night it was 
doubtful whether an agreement would 
be reached aud both Home Secretary 
Churchill and Sydney Buxton, presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, cancelled 
their week-end engagement in order 
to remain at the Board of Trade where 
conferences looking to the ending of 
the strike had been in progress. It 
ia now expected that all the men will 
resume work on Monday. 

The evening in London passed quiet. 
ly. There were no street disturbances 
and owing to police protection the 
transfer of meat and other foodstuffs 
by the circuitous underground railway 
connections from the depots to the 
markets had been effected. With the 
supplies thus secured it is expected 
that the people will feel Jess meon- 
venience to-day.

The entire fifty-seven 
were. taken into custody without a 
blow being struck and without any 
signs of trouble, and seemed somewhat 
surpriscd that the company should 
have called in shore law to settle the

The trouble started when the vessel 
arrived at Rimouski yesterday morn- 
ing and the stewards refused to put 
the mail ashore. This has been a 
grievance for. some. time and was the 
cause of some little trouble last year, 
but since the spring,;when the Allan 
liners took to putting all the mail, ex- 
cept that for the Maritime Provinces 
ashore at Quebec, the amount handled 
at Rimouski has been so small as not 
to cause trouble. t

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REIGN OF TERAOR, 


Liverpool Is Filled With Troops andigcores Will Tell You as Philip Vibert 


Rioters. 


Liverpool, Aug. 10.—A-reign of ter- 
ror exists here, und ne are pour- 
ing into the city with ‘the object ot 
putting down disorder. A special 
guard has been detailed to protect the 
anding-stage of the transatlantic 
steamers, which, it is asserted, the 
rioters have planned to destroy by 
fire. 

Five prison vans, escored by fifty 
Hussars, which were sarrying riot 
prisoners from the Police Court to 
Waltham Jail, were attacked yesterday 
afternoon by 3,000 members of the 
roughest class in Vauxhall street, wha 
tried to rescue the prisoners. The mot 
attacked the soldiers with missiles 
of every description, and in defend. 
ing themselves the Husgars fired. At 
first blank cartridges were used and 
then ball cartridges. In.this affray 
two were killed and many persons 
severely wound . 

The troops then charged the mob 
with drawn sabres and cleared’ the 
street. So daring were the rioters that 
one of them tried to unhorse an offi- 
er, who was obliged to use his -re- 
volver, wounding 4 man severely {in 
the head. j 5 

Another but-less serious affray, in 
which the troops again were compell- 
ed to fire, took place in Bond street. 
Paly a few persons were wounded

In each case, before the troops were 
ordered to fire, many of their number 
had their faces streaming with ,blood 
from injuries caused by stones and 
broken botties thrown by the-riotets.

2| habitants of the Solomon islands. 
Bo evil bas been the reputation of 


the Solomon islandera that until quite 
fecently they were carefully avoided, 
and very little was known aboot them. 
They have the name of being the 
"Dost treacherous of all the south sea 
matives, yet, considering the treatment 
they hare received In the past at the 
bands of white men, this ts not to be 
wondered at. Indeed, the wonder is 
that they allow any white man at all 
tm their country. But now that they 
bave bad a chance of seelng some 
more favorable specimens than the 
Gregs of humanity who formerty drift- 
@4 to the soutb sens they sre much 
tmproved, and a mso who treats them 
falrly may, as a rule, go among them 
witbout fear. - 

Sull, even now there ts a beantifol 
uncertainty about the iife of a south 
@ea trader. One day be may be sur- 
rounded by cringing natives who obey 
his.every word. fut some night. if 
bo bas cheated the Papuan too gross 
ly, there ts murder fn the moonlight, 
and the trader’ is never beard of more. 
Often, bowever, there seems to be no 
reason for the natives turning against 
the whites. it is simply that they ob- 
fect to baving a trader-in their midst, 
Bo they burn bis goods and end by 
killing bim. 

The Solomon islanders are as keen 
head hunters: as the Borneans and 
every year, except where they are 
held in check by the British govern- 
ment, set out on bead bunting raids 
pure and simple. Altbough caonibal- 
ism ts still practiced In the wilder 
parts of the group, It ls nowadays 
mostly a religious ceremony and not 
@ matter of diet. The islanders do not 
generally kill and eat people for en- 
joyment, bot either because thelr re 
ligion demands a human sacrifice or 
because a bead ts. needed for some 
ceremony. ; 

In Ysabel, one of the largest islands 
in the Solomon group, the natives build 
houses in the highest trees to escape 
from the attacks of bead bunting par- 
ties, who sometimes come as far as 200 
miles in thele search for skulla. One 
of these houses was built In a tree 150 
feet high. Al) the lower branches bad 
been cut off, so that the stem was 
quite bare until the platform, some 
eighty feet from the ground, was 
reached. Access was had to the house 
by a rickety ladder composed of rungs 
lashed to a stout pole with rope of 
twisted cane. When an attack is ex- 
pected the women and children take 
refuge in these houses, while the men 
keep watch. They warn each other of 
the approach‘of a Geet by a curious 
ery which once heard is never to be 
forgotten. These houses are substan- 
tially buflt, as often the inhabitants 
have to withstand a long siege in 
them, The floor is made of plaited 
bamboo laid on a layer of bark which 
rests upon the platform. The walls

Toronto, Aug. 21.—Rev. Canon Johr 
D'Arcy Cayley, rector of the Church o} 
St. George the Martyr, Toronto, died 

Muskoka yesterday from the effects 
of ptomaine poisoning, {rom which 
he suffered an attack some months 
ago, and ralticd only to havea re- 
lapse, which proved: fatal. 

Canon Cayley was born in 1837, the 
son of Hon. William Cayley. He re- 
ceived his early education under Dr.

He 
graduated: from Trinity College, To- 
Tonto, in 1888,.and was ordained dea- 
con by Bishop Strachan in 1860. Af- 
ter ordination he went to England, 
where he spent the next three years.

Four more years elapse, in cach of 
which a larger plant springe from 
the same root before that root is! 
ready to dry for the market. The 
growers so arrange that after the 
initial five-year period a portion of 
the crop will be ready for the maré 
ket each year, thus assuring a steady 
income. 

This year owing to the. hot, dry 
season, the crop is light.

A Canadian Ostrich Farm. 


Mr. Otto Brecker, a German, wh 
has had} practical experience as an 
ostrich farmer in South Africa, has 
urchbased from,the Canadian Pacific 
Railway a lerge biock of land near 
Wardner, in the East Kootenay dis- 
trict of British Columbia, and intenIs 
to establish there the first Canadian 
ostrich farm. After carcful investi- 
gation, he says, that the natural con- 
ditions of the district are admirably 
suited to ostrich farming. The native 
home of the ostrich is in Southern 
Asia and Africa. In South Africa the 
raising of ostriches for their feathers 
ja an -extensive busincss. A few 
years ago it was cstimated that there 
were nearly four hundred thousand 
ostriches. on the ranches of South 
Afrien. It must not be supposed that 
because an ostrich farm is to be 
established in Canada that Canadian 
farmers in general might grow rich 
by adding a few ostriches to their live 
stock, The ostrich thrives only 
under peculiar climatic conditions. 
The Wardner district of British Col- 
umbia may have the necessary natur- 
al conditions, but it is not probable 
that many sections of Canada have. 
Now that British Columbia is start- 
ing as a rival of South Africa in 
ostrich farming, the next move shoud 
be to discover a great diamond field. 
Real ‘diamonds of small size were 
found in British Columbia rocks not 
long ago, and pronounced of high 
quality, by experts of Tiffany, but no

J. L. Englehart ts an Apostle of Creed 
of Public Duty. — 

The New Ontario fire disaster has 
enl; the acquaintance of the pub- 
lic with one of the most noteworthy 

service of the people—Mr.

The Temiskaming & Northern On- 
tario Railway, running from North 
Bay to Cochrane, made New Ontario. 
It was conceived by Sir George W. 
Ross. His Government built most of 
it. Mr. Englehart is chairman of the 
commission which now operates it for 

peo, When news came of the 
big fire, the Government: gave Mr. 
Englehart authority to act for it in 
the crisis. Mr. Englehart, from To- 
tonto, telephoned Supt. Black of the 
T. & N.O.: “Bee here, we have been 
in full charge of this affair. 
the whole force of the road on 
the job and do all you can to prevent 
suffering.” Then = got wang. eer 
arranging quickly for systematic, im- 
mediate fellel, and advising as to the 
distribution of the Toronto fund rais- 
od for the sufferers. The sign put up 
at Englehart station reading: “‘No one 
need pass by here hungry,” and sign- 
ed by the chief of the voices 
the sympathy and sense of his policy 
of relief. And it was a fine thing for 
the province that a man of Mr. Engle 
hart’s size, in head and heart, was 
ready at hand when this emergency 
arose. 

Mr. Englehart was born in Cleve- 
land sixty-four years ago. Starting as 
an ordinary employe in an oil con- 
cern, he soon becatmic owner of a pros- 
perous oil business of his own. He 
twenty-three, doing business at Lon- 
don and Hamilton. In 188] he went 
to Petrolea to operate the Imperial 
Oil Co., in which his former interests 
were incorporated; and he is still vice- 
president of that concern.

On account of thts 
loss, rather than because of the value 
of the property Ceatroyed, it fa timely 
to point out the nbsolute necessity. of 
freater expenditure upon - forest’ pro: 
tection. The methods that. will ‘pro. 
tect the forest from fire will save the 
lives of the people dwelling near the 
forest. The -Poreupine ealamity: will 
do much +o: create a public opinion 
that wili support the Government in 
any expenditures that it may deem 
necessary for the protection of the 
forests in the north. It is a mistake 
to hold the great heat responsible for 
the holocaust ‘at Porcupine. nless 


the kindling is ready the match. will] free 


not light the fire, and the terrible 
heat can only be considered as the 
match to the kindling already pre- 
pared by the carelessness of. pros- 
Rectors and others, for it is the dry 
ebris lying on the ground. and not 
the standing trees. that provides the 
great fuel for the bush fires. 

In a report on the subject issued 
by the Department of Agriculture at 


Washington five necessary measures| Sold by all 


for the protection of the forest are 
ven, says The Mnil and Empire, as 

‘ollows: 

The disposal of slash from logging 
operations. 

The development of roads, ‘trails 
and fire Hines . 

_The establishment of lookout - sta- 
tions and telephone lines. 

The organization of a protective 
supervisory and fire-fichting force. 

@ control of insects which kill 
trees and cause an accumulation of 
dead, inflammable timber. 

No one of these measures alone 
will protect a forest, nor can one of 
them be safely omitted. With all 
theses measures in operation and 
carried out by «an ;:dequate force, 
such fires as that of the Porcupine 
would be impossible. To put into 
effect such a scheme a great expendi- 
ture of money would be necessary, 
but no district in the world is better 
able to afford it than Ontario’s min- 
ing district. Thers has been more 
than enough silver taken out of 
Cobalt to give forest protection from 
North Bay to James Bay. 

Apart from the necessity of pre- 
tection to human life, the forests of 
the north sre well worth preserving 
sakes. Until a few 
years ago it was popularly. supposed 
that our timber waa almost as in- 
exhaustible as our supply of fresh 
water, and even yet the official esti- 
mates of the remaining timber con- 
vey this impression to anyone who 
is not a lumberman. We have stand- 
ing in Canadn something less than 
2,000 billion feet of timber, including 
the very low grades. It seems a lot, 
but it is not much more than 4alf 


Mr. Englehart was asked to go on the! the estimated amount at one time. 


board. He had become a British sub- 
ject, also a Conservative, and with a 
lurge fortune made, he felt there was 
more in life than piling =p more 
money.

Knowing this, some fanciers 
teed s0 breeders do not lay hearily 
unt) spring, aod after such a rest the

What we have cut anu used amounts 
to little compared with what has been 
Jost by fire. In our greatest lumber- 
ing region, the Ottawa valley, it has 
been calculated that for every foot 
that has been cut by lIumbermen 
twenty feet has beefi destroyed by 
fire. A recent bullitin from the fos} 
estry branch of the D&partment cf; 
the Interior says that the ‘oss to the} 
public treasury due to forest fires is 
not less than $1,042,500,000. * 

The same report declares that the 
forest fires that are occurring are not 
60 much the result of the absence of 
Jaws as the lack of enforcement of 
existing Jaws. To be properiy en-| 
forced, these laws must have back of | 
them the support of. the people, for 
without it Legislatures will not vote 
the generous sums necessary for 
carrying on the work. It also points 
out that reforestration has its limits, 
and that it cannot undo the work of 
a disastrous fire. Not only are the 
standing trees destroyed, but often 
the soil is rendered permanently un- 
fit for growing unother forest . This 
is because the humus in the ground 
is consumed. ‘In cases where the soil 
is not spoiled for producing a second 
growth it is generally found that the 
forest succeeding a burned ‘pine or 
spruce district is made up of infer- 
ior vuristies of trees, on account of 
the fuct that aspen, poplar, birch and 
jack pine produce more seeds than 
white pine und spruce and scatter 
them over a wider area. 

The effect of forests upon rainfall 
and climate generally is pretty well 
understood. It has n discussed 
previously and need not be pointed 
out again. The fact to bear in mind 
is that wisdom twenty years from 
now will not correct any neglect_ct 
the forests to-day; and that there is 
considerable neglect is indicated by 
the following passage from the report 
of the Department of the Interior: 
“Of all the civilized nations in the 
northern hemisphere, Canada is do- 
ing the Jeast to treat the public lands 
asa permanent asset.” When it 
comes to be o question of the lives 
of citizens, as in Porcupine, Canada 
is not likely to remain indifferent.— 
Montreal Standard. 


} Scientific Methods. 


That the fieki crops of the Dominion 
could be doubled in twenty years by 
its adoption of more scientific meth- 
ods, is one of the striking assertions 
in a volume just issued on Jands, fish- 
eries, game and minerals, by the Dom. 
inion. Commission of Conservation. 
The book is replete with agricultural 
information scientifically obtained, 
and there is a section on fisheries and 
fame, including:laws and regulations. 

The book shows that Canada pays 
out annually over $350,000 for oysters 
imported ‘from the United States. 
The Canadian ‘output has decreased 
from 64,646 barrels in 1882 to 38,535 
barrels in 1909, in spite of the fact 
that prices have risen 240 per cent. in 
the past twenty years. The decline in 
the industry is attributed largely to 
the long standing dispute over juris-

Had Longiellow been tho telegraph 
editor or city editor of a metropolitan 
daily, his ‘Psalm of Life’ would prob- 
ably have opened with some such 
verse as “inal “given above. To the 
person unacquainted with’ the exigen: 
cies of newspaper work, there {a at 
first thought something: cold-blooded 
and gruesome, if not positively ghoul- 
ish, atthe idea of a prominent citi- 
zen’s obituary being prepared whenibs he 
is overtaken by serious illness, and 
kept standing in type, ready to shove 
into the form the moment his death 
is announced, while at the latest pos- 
sible minutes each night house, 
his doctor or his hospital, as the case 
may be, is called up with an enquiry 
‘as to his condition. Brief reflection, 
however, will probably convince the 
average “reader that this state of pre- 
oo is infinitely. preferable to 
leaving this work until the subject 
actually expired, for it is certain- 
ly much better to have an accurate, 
dignified and well-phrased biography 
written at leisure and with opportun- 
ity for revision and verification, than 
an incomplete, hastily-compiled and 
pony erroneous sketch, rushed off 
antically at a late hour from mater- 
lal secured either from out-of-date 
| scene} sources, or from either dis- 
ted relatives or poorly-informed 
friends of the family. 
The necessity for being thus prepar- 
ed to adequately cover at short notice 
the demise of a prominent personage 
is emphasized, if oue recalls the oe 
crology of the present year in Ontario, 
for it will be seen that the late Arch- 
blahop McEvay, the lute Bishop Du- 
Moulin, the Igte Mr. Justice Mac- 
mahon, and the Iste Rev. Dr. Teely, 
four of the most noteworthy citizens 
called by death in recent maths, all 
passed away about or alter uydu ight. 


A care fu point was furniswed by i 


the sudden seriuus iMacss and quick- 
ly-ensuing death of King Edward, 
which caught many cditers napping. 
The day of the King’s death was a 
busy one in most newspaper ollices, 
the staff being hastily set to work 
Preparing the columns of biographi- 
eal mutter which should have been 
ready years before lor just such emer- 
gencies. Had a day's illness not giv- 
en warning of the fatal termination 
of his all-too brief reign, Edward the 
Peacemaker could not have been so 
fittingly honored in death by the press 
of his dominions. Most uewspaper 
offices, however, maintain an clabor- 
ate systems of files for biographies, 
portraits and cuts, and so are ready 
at a moment's notice to do full justice 
to the death cf a.notable figure iu 
the world’s affuirs. 

The practice of having obituary no- 
tices ready in advance gives rise some- 
times to odd and grimly-humorous in- 
cidents, which for obvious reasons are 
little heard of by the general public 
except in the extreme cases where the 
erroneous announcement of a man’s 
death is actualiy published, aud the 
innocent victim has the unusual ex- 
perience of reading his own obituary. 

uch an occurrence gave Mark Twain 

an opportunity of making one of his 
most famous jokes, when he gravely 
informed the London journalists that 
the report of his death, cabled from 
New York, had been ‘gfeatly exag-: 

erated. A few years ago the staff of 

he London Advertiser, taking time 
{by the forelock, got ready the life 
sketches of some prominent citizens 
whose aljvancing years made it al- 
most inevitable that within the near 
future they would be called away. One 
day the editor, in superintending the 
making- UP form, was astonished to 
find that by some mistake in the com- 
posing room the picture and obituary 
of the veteran statesman, Sir Johan 
Carling, had been made ready for the 
pr There was a hasty re-arra:

PAPER-MAKING PIONEER, 


Jchn Barber Has Been In ‘Business 
- Half «2 Century. 

Jotun R. Barber, ex-M.P.P., who re 
sonuly celvbrated his seventieth birth- 
ay, is undeubledly the most widely 
town paper manulacturer in Caaada, 

ad in point of yezrs ef continucus 
connection with the business is an 
outstanding figure. He has seen over 
half a century of constant identifica- 
tion with the industry. It ia filty-five 
years since ke first worked in a nll 
Whishing room. The mention of the 
name ‘Barber’ at once brings to the 
mind the thought of paper, and all 
other makers in Canada look Mn 
him as the doyen of the trade. is 
father, James Barber, was the first 
man in Canada to learn paper-maki 
oy hand. With his sieve, vat, anc 
blanket he was an expert at the work, 
and turned out enough sheets every 
week to draw thirteen and fourteen 
days’, pay. The mill, where he labor- 
ed. was at Crook's Hollow, which in 
1330 was a great manufacturing centre, 
Sve miles from Dundas. The father 
of Hon. Adam Crooks, who was the 
first Minister of Education in Ontario. 
owned the industry. The first mill of 
the Barbers was erected st George- 
town in the middle fifties, there being 
at that time only three other news 
plants in the country, that owned by 
the Taylors on the n being one of 
them. The initial product of the Bar- 
ber plant was three carloads of wrap- 
ping paper, and the Grand Trunk was 
then being built. 

The wrapping paper was heaped on 
three fiat cars for shipment to To- 
ronto by means of a construction 
train. In those days locomotives 
burned wood and there were no box 
cars, As the engine puffed and snort- 
ed it emitted many sparks and John 

Barber, then a boy in his teens, 
along with several men from the mill 
rode on the flat cats. “They were well 
provided with buckets of water to keep 
the wood sparks from the locomotive 
setting fire to the cargo.” 

To-day, Mr. Barber ai president of 
four paper companica vice-presi- 
deat of another, which is erecting a 
110-ton’ news print mill as Espanola, 
Ontario, on the Spanish River. . He 
can recall many interesting incidents 
in connection with the expansion and 
development of the paper trade, 
which, owing to the great national re. 
sources in the shape of pulpwood, has 
become one of the strongest industrial 
f{actora of the Dominion. In the very 
early days ground wood and sulphite 
pulp were unknown in the making of 
paper, pea, wheat, and oat straw and 
cornstalks being used, while news 
print was made from rags and sold 
Gs high as fifteen cents per Roane: 
To-day news print is purchased by the 
big publishers of Toronto for a trifle 
aver two cents per pound.

The house contains many “ex- 
Bibits,” including a number which 
were at 24 Cheynerow during the 
whole or some part of Carlyle's resl- 
dence there. Ecclefechan churchyard, 
where Carlyle was buried, fs only 
three minutes’ walk from the Arched 
House.—Westminster Gazette.

MENTERS MAY BRING PER- 
SONS BACK TO _LIFE. 

Paris, Aug. 24,—That the  buman 
being is only a higher kind of phono- 
graph was one of the views express- 
ed by” Thomas A, Edison in a talk 


at the Hotel Mejestic, while he walt- : 


ed for his friend, Mr. Monnat, of the 
Claxton Company, who is acting as 
the inventor's. guide about Europe.

peare to musical glasses, gnd fater 
to Dr, Carrel’a recent: surgical mar- 
vels performedat the Rockefeller In- 
stitute. 


“Dr. Carrel has succeeded in graft- 
ing the leg of a dog which had beer! 
cut off and kept in cold storage back 
on to an animal so that the grafted 
leg became normal again,” said Mr 
Edison. 
ment inspires the imagination; it 
prompts ons toaskif the great ques- 
tionof consclousness after death may 
not eventually be solved in some tuch 
manner.” 

Mr. Edison, a3 is well aera isa 
materialist, He is an agnostic, but 
his mind {s always kept opento con 
viction. :

him, The degree of moral responsi- 
bility one may possess descads co 
accidents of nature. If a ma. is bero 
withaface tha: lacks propo>‘ion, he 
cannot be blamed for picking 
ets or indulging in other ir zenultics 
of crime, since nature bas unkindly 
deprived bim of the normal balance 
ho is entitled to. In other words, we 
work well or ill as a machine, ac- 
cording to the degree of perf-..in 
with which we are turned ‘our of 
nature's workshop. 

“Our prisons and asylums are con- 
sequently only storchouses, wher: a 
deficient human machine or phono- 
graph Is locked up out of harm's way. 
Civilisation must have machines that 
work properly to achieve the grand 
results of development, which I be- 
lieve are the fruits of the future 
mind,” 

Mr. Edison went on to compare the 
mental development of sevages and 
Caucasians, but he was soon talking 
of Paris as the paradise of women's 
finery, which led him to express loibt 
28 to civilisation’s entire freedom 
from the fetich worship of gew-gaws 
characteristic of the Fiji Islanders 
and other savages, 

The Rue de la Paix is one of the 
strects of Paris which Edison avoids 
its innumerable “vanity shops” dis- 
pleases him with their displays. He 
objects to members of his family 
wearing jewels, having persuade 
them that every jewel is a link bind- 
ing them to Hottentot standards. 
where the female attains importance 
in proportion to the pounds of orna- 
ments she can carry about her body. 
Edison belicves not only in the simple 
life, but in the simple wife, and is 
convinced that if pearls remained in 
their oyster shells socicty would not 
only be happier, but there would be 
fewer suicides among desperate heads 
of families who live beyond their in- 
come to supply their familics with 
expensive superfluitics, 

As a consequence of Edison's ma- 
terialistic views many of Paris’ most 
famous monuments receive from him 
only cursory attention. 

“When I see a great cathedral like 
Notre Dame,” he said, “I think of 
what the enormous expenditure of 
snoney it represents would have meant 
to the people of that day if it had 
been devoted to the needs of educa- 
tion. Education is year by year mak- 
ing the false aistinctions of class in 
Europe a iuing ot the effete past. 1 
welcome the revolt against traditional 
opinion in» England which threats 
its old-time social structure, the 
House of Lords, Mcre hereditary in- 
stitutions must go, but reforms are 
never accomplished by 
measures,

FATHER OF HANSARD. 
Hon. James Young Started the Official 
Record fn the Commons. 

Hon. James Young, of Galt, is just 
completing a second and revised edi- 
tion of his notable book, “‘Public Men 
and Public Life in Canada.” «The first 
edition of the work is considered by 
students of our political history to be 
of unique and extraordinary. value, 
and the revised volume will bring the 
history up to 1896, when Sir Wuilrid 
ee tirst Government was form- 


Mr. Young is one of the few survi- 
vors of the old guard of Reform Par- 
liamentarians, He was born ‘in Galt 
in 1835, and his wife is an elder sister 
of Mr. W. K. McNaught of Turonto. 
He started to learn, the printing busi- 
ness when he was sixteen, at 
eighteen was editor and publisher ol 
Tne Galt Kelormer. He was elected 
a member of the first Parliament of 
Canada ‘in the year of Confederation, 
1867, and hada Parliamentary ca- 
reer of twenty yeara—hiteen in the 
House of Commons and five in the 
Ontario Legislature, representing both

in the House of Commons. For some 
time after Confederation no record 
was kept of the procegdings. They 
were reported in the newspapers, 
twisted and colored grestly in those 
days by party bias. Cuses arose where 
much confusion resulted from mem- 
bers being misquoted. The House was 
in the same poaition as the Provincial 
naguletan is now, and we know how 
a ard is occasionally missed there 
—in such cases, for example, as the 
Gamey incident, when newspaper re- 
porta were the records to go before 
commission of inquiry. Mr. Young 
suggested Hunsard. A committee was 
formed and. ollicial records were 
erage established. 

Mr. Young was a reom-mate of the 
Hon. Edward Blake and the late 
David Mill: at Ottawa during the ses- 
sions of the first Dominion House. He 
was also a great friend of George 
Brown, and often toured the province 
with him, for he was one of the strong- 
est stump speakers of those days. 

Mr. Young has special quafitications 
as a political histurian, as he always 
kept a diary.v Parliamentary cvents 
and was familiar with all the leading 
politicians of his time. Even now he 
often writes letters to the Toronto 
newspapers commenting on current 
political questions, with all which he 
is closely fautiliar, And when these 
letters appear he is deluged with cor- 
respondence from old-time Liberals 
who remember and honor his long 
service to party and country. - 

At the age of 76, Mr. Young is still 
active in business. He is president of 
the Gore Mutual Fire Insurance Co., 
of Galt, and is regularly at his desk. 
He is also a director of the Confeder- 
ation Life, and almost every Wednes- 
day he goes to Toronto to attend the 
weekly board meeting. A man fuli of 
honors in his own town, where he was 
born and where he has always lived, 
he has taken the deepest interest in 
local, as well as national, history. 
His book, “Reminiscences of the Set- 
tlement of Galt and the Township of 
Dumfries,” is one of the too few valu- 
able records we have of early local 
history of Ontario’s most interesting 
days. ‘ 5

Asa purely trade mat- 
ter between the two countries, reciprocity must 
result in largely increased business relations, and, 
therefore to the‘ benefit of both. 
Although the question of reciprocity should 
have been discussed and decided on economic 
principles alone, it has become.a party. affair up- 


- on which the Government was forced by the Op- 


position to appeal to the country for a final deci- 
sion. One can therefore well understand that sub- 
jects wholly foreign to the question would natur- 
ally be brought in for political purposes to catch 
votes, such as the stupid annexation cry, which 
today has far less meaning, than at any former

per Ib., and a number of other kinds of Canadian 
produce, on which a stiff prohibitory duty has 
been charged upon going into the States, to say 
nothing of live stock, lumber, etc. Surely it will 
not be contended that the opening of these im- 
portant markets to Canadians will not be for - 
the benefit of the country. On the.contrary it is* 
the knowledge ‘of the immense advantages - / 


_ which Canadians will derive from reciprocity that

“It seems to me.’”. says J.P. Fox, of Win- 
chester, ‘that the farmers of Eastern Ontario 
have everything to gain and nothing to lose 
through the carrying out’ of the reciprocity 
agreement with the United States. It will give 
us a wider market for many lines of produce 
such as hay, barley, milk and cream; also cattle, 
sheep, hogs‘and poultry, and although # would 
not look for a great revolution in prices, I be- 
lieve it would give us a steadier market. We are 
also large consumers of early fruits and veget- 
ables and I do not see any reason why we should 


pay 15c per Ib. for early tomatoes and 25¢ per - 


box for early strawberries when we might be 
enjoying them ata much lower cost. 

“There is another reason why. I think the 
farmers should speak out with no uncertain 
sound at the present time. We have [been asked 
for a reduction on manufactured goods and 
agricultural implements, and have succeeded in 
obtaining a small concession in that line. If we 
say now by our ballots that we are in earnest in 
this matter, we will obtain much greater re 
ductions ’n the near future. I would just say to 
my fellow farmers: If you allow your party 
ties to force you to turn down this opportunity, 
then be content to milk the cows and feed the 
pigs, depositing what little money you can save

it-is likely to lower the prices of . others, . so that 
upon the whole the consumers will probably. not 
_sufferany. -But Canadian consumers would 
have cause to view with alarm the opening of 
the United States market to Canadian: farm pro- 
ducts while the Canadian farmers are protected 
from competition from across the line. Under 
these conditions the prices of all classes of farm 
produce would go up and stay up. With the 
Canadian farmer enjoyinga monopoly in his own 
market and a free foreign market near by where- 
in to sell his surplus produce, the increased cost 
of living would become a very serious ‘problem 
for the average dwellers in Canadian towns and 
Cities. i 
No, if our farmers are to get the advantage 
of a free marketin the States, we urban people 
- must have the compensating advantage of free 
entry into Canada'for American farm produce. 
Reciprocity in farm produce would be fair both 
- or producers and consumers; but an arrange- 
ment by which Canadian food would be admitted 
free into the States and American foods kept out 
of Canada would be decidedly unfair to Canadians 
who are interested in food chiefly because they 


, have to eatit. 


ANNEXATION THAT PAYS. 

The Conservatives are accusing the Liberals 
of being annexationists, and- while the Liberals 
naturally indignantly deny the allegation, so far 
as.any desire to permit the absorption of Canada 
by the United States, they must plead guilty to 
being ‘‘annexationists”’ of United States citizens. 

Since the Liberals came into power in 18% 
they haye ‘‘annexed” no fewer than 650,719 
Americans and added them to the population of 
Canada, making good loyal British subjects of 
them. And still they are coming. 

When the Conservative ‘were in power, be- 
tween 1878 and 1896, the ‘‘annexation” was the 
other way. it was the United States which was 
“gnnexing’’ Canadians and converting them in- 
tu 'American citizens to the. extent ‘of over a 
million in the eighteen years.
